You wrote me about a year ago that the town proposed

mittee,and the Sealer of Weights and Measures.

Following my recent official visit of inspection at South- 
borough , it is my duty te ‘call the attention of your honorable board 
to Sections 18 and 19 (see penalties in Section 22) of Chapter 35, 
Revised Laws, and to the following conditions in Southborough which 
are in violation thereof, viz: 

The vault in the town hall is fitted with combustible mater- 
ials. 

No safe or vault is provided for the records of the Over- 
seers of the Poor, in the custody of Mr. Lincoln; of the School 
Committee records, divided between the home of Mr. Howes, the 
home of the Secretary, and the office of the Superintendent of 
Schools; and of the Seler of Weights and Measures. 

Trusting that these violations will be remedied soon, in
